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Supreme War Council Meets but 
In Absense of Pres. Wilson and 
British Premier Does Nothing) THE BOLSHEVIK

Being Framed Will Be Definite Treaty, Not s Pre. 
Prolong Its Conclusion Beyond the 
Date Set for Completion 


PARIS, March 16.— The supreme 
war council resumed its session yester- 
day afternoon with a distinguished 
array of military and civilian chiefs, 
expecting that President Wilson would 


be present for the final consideration 
of the military, naval and aerial terms 
of the German disarmament. The 
president did not attend, however, 
Colonel House taking his place, as the 
draft terms in treaty form had not 
been completed in time to permit of 
his study of them before the meeting. 
The president received the full draft 
jate yesterday afternoon and went 
over jt last night, article by article, 
with General Bliss and Admiral Ben- 
eon at the Paris “White House.” 

With the president absent the coun- 
cil deferred the military and naval 
terms until Monday. The Polish fron- 
tiers of Germany was the next subject 
on the program, but the British prime 
minister was not prepared to proceed, 
so this also was deferred. Premier 
Lloyd George left the council room 
soon after learning that President Wil- 
son would not attend, and he proceed- 
ed to the ‘White House” for a con- 
ference on the situation. 

The inevitable delays on varions 
details led to doubts from the first in 
United States quarters of completing 
the treaty by March 25, as was ex- 
pected. It has developed also that 
Premier Lioyd George is obliged to 
return to London the middle of this 
week, and he is unable to say how 
long he will be gone, owing to the 
British labor congress and other sub- 
jects requiring his attention in Lon- 
don. it is hoped that he will return 
within a week or ten days, or pos- 
sibly turn over British interests to Mr. 
Falfour, but his absence may have the 
effect of prolonging the conclusion 
of the treaty beyond the 25th.

JAPANESE 
DEFEATED BY 


Two Oompanies Are Virtually 
Wiped Out in Battle in 
Siberia 


VLADIVOSTOK, Tuesday, March 
14—( By the A.P.)—Tro com tes of 


| Japanese troops were virtually wiped 


out by the Bolshevik, in fighting near 
Stramskoe, fifty miles northeast of 
Blagoviestchensk, February 26. Two 
hundred and fifty men were engaged. 
Major Tanaka, commanding the Jap- 
anese, was killed. 

In a second battie, Match 3, at 
Pralovka, 30 miles to the north, the 
Japanese suffered ninety casualties. 
In the two engagements, the Bolsevik 
left 600 dead on the field. 

The campaign against the Bolshevik 
has gathered in force. It began early 
in February, with a battle near Poch- 
kaleo, The enemy then moved north 
through Alexiev and rallied at £kram- 
sko. Though greatly outnumbered, 
two Japanese companies of peace 
strength engaged the Bolshevik but 
were defeated. 

The enemy afterwards moved south- 
east to a point 10 miles east of where 
the first engagement occurred. 

Here he was again attacked by a 
reinforced Japanese column. rhe 
operation {is continuing, with the en- 
emy moving southeast, pursued, 

In One Big Grave 

STOCKHOLM, March 15.—A Lith- 
uanian detachment of 18 men, sur- 
rounded at Jerge by 100 Bolshevik, 
refused to surrender and fought to the 
last, the Lithuanian press bureau an- 
nounced today. Fifty of the Bolshevik 
were killed. The enemy, according tc 
the bureau, threw the Lithuanians, 
many of them still alive, into one big 
grave. The bodies were dug out oy 
their countrymen next day.

Thursday Is 
the day of the sale of purebred horses 
and each day there are classes of live 
stock of the different breeds constantly 
before the judges. 

Saturday is, and has always been, 
children’s day at the show. During 
the afternoon, all the pony and chil- 
dren's classes are shown, and this has 
always been one of the events of the 
week, since Edmonton is known to 
have the best pony show in Canada, 
possibly in America Last year one 
small girl, just visible to the naked- 
eye as she sat on top of her white 
horse, rode in a distance of 65 miles 
to show her pony in the riding classes. 
Ponies of every sort under the sun 
would seem to be included in exhibits 
on the Saturday afternoons; they are 
big, little, spotted, dappled, black, 
sorrel, grey, quiet, active, in singles, 
pairs, and even hitched in fours and 
sixes, 

Just that there will be no single de- 
tail missing in the show, there is also 
to be some real broncho busting for 
the entertainment of the benches. 
Three genuine broncho busters are 
coming up from a ranch near Calgary 
and will give exhibitions of their skill 
in breaking horses.

CITY COUNCIL ON 
POLICE COMM’N 


In connection with the meeting of 
the city council on Friday afternoon 
when the question of a change in the 
police commission was discussed the 
report in The Bulletin on Saturday 
morning omitted a portion of the reso- 
lution which was adopted by the 
counctl The resolution which was 
moved by Ald.

The 
consumer could buy distilled 
water as cheaply as the Govern- 
ment and could use it as judicious- 
ly. Certainly he could buy it at 
}a less price than the Government 
charged him for the diluted aleo- 
| hol.

German Delegates Accept 
Proposal of Allies to Take 
Over Ships and Furnish Food 


BRUSSELS, March 14—The German delegates to the confer- 
ence here regarding the taking over by the Allies of the German 
mercantile fleet and the provisioning of Germany, definitely accepted 
today the conditions imposed by the Allies. 

PARIS, March 15.—The important question of what disposition 
shall be made of pre-war business contracts between Germany and 
Entente interests, is being threshed out by a peace conference com- 


mission, 


The point at issue is whether all such contracts should not 


be considered null and void, in view of the great increase in the cost 
of material because of the war, which would naturally entail heavy 


basis. 


Treaty Signed in Three Weeks. 
Paris, Mar, 15—-(Associated Press) 
—Speedy completion of the prelim- 


inary peace treaty is announced to be | 


the main endeavor of Premier Lloyd 
George when the peace conference re- 
sumes full swing again. The British 
premier is said to be firm in the con- 


| viction that the finishing and signing 


of a preliminary pact should be the 
first consideration of the conference.

British conference circles incline to 
the belief that the document will be 
ready for signatures in about three 
weeks, 
Report on War Responsibility. 

Paris, Mar, 14—A sub-commission 
of the commmission on responsibility 
for the war reported today that strict- 
ly and technically criminal prosecu- 
tions of those who brought about the 
struggle were “anomalous and unne- 
cessary,”’ according to an official com- 
munique issued this evening. The 
report added, however, that the peace 
conference “might adopt special mea- 
sures and even create special machin- 
ery to deal with those who planned 
the war.” 

The sub-commission received evid- 
ence which clearly analyzed the facts 
relative to the origin of the conflict, 
it was said.
